Mayor Sidney Parsons and the alder- 
men who supported the application of cer- 
tain local hotelmen to bring $1,500,000 
new hotel structures within the scope of 
the charter amendment permitting tax con- 


cessions are to be congratulated on a pro- 
gressive and far-seeing viewpoint. 
Their commendable decision has 
prompted the applicants to state that if 
the amendment is secured and their fur- 
ther application is granted, construction 
on the new hotel at 100A street and 102 
avenue may begin this year. 
Alderman Bowcott enunciated the chief 
rinciple involved in the situation, which 
e Bulietin had already emphasized, when 
he said that the city is faced, not with lack 
of convention facilities, but with lack of 
rooms for people attending conventions. 
In brief, if tax concessions are granted 
to companies performing a public service, 
surely there is no greater public service, 
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Progressive Viewpoint 


under present conditions, than the en- 
larging of hotel accommodations for those 
thousands of potential visitors to Edmon- 
ton who every year go elsewhere because 
there is no place to sleep here. 

It is true that the granting of tax con- 
cessions will have to be brought to an end 
some time. As some of the aldermen 
pointed out, tax concessions, as a rule, 
are an unsound factor in city financing. 

But what applies to old-established 
cities that have got their growth does not 
apply to cities that are expanding as 
rapidly and as robustly as Edmonton, 

When a desperate and unusual situa- 
tion arises, expediency rather than rules 
must be sought, 

The hotel room situation in Edmon- 
ton is desperate. It annually loses hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars for this city. 

What the city loses through tax con- 
cessions, in these cases, it recovers a 
hundredfold in increased prosperity. 


Glaring Inconsistency in the East 


Prince Edward Island is going to follow 
the example of Ontario in stiffening the 
penalties imposed on drunken motor car 
drivers. Indeed, the press wires say that 
the entire East is determined to stamp out 
drunken driving. 

To this crusade the courts of Nova 
Scotia have made an amazing contribution. 
And this amazing contribution comes di- 
rectly from the court of Chief Justice J. L. 
Isley who handled Canada’s finances dur- 
ing the war. 

Chief Justice Ilsley had before him last 
week one Dan Jack MacLean, a Nova 
Scotia ex-mayor, who got drunk and ran 
his car over a crippled friend of his so 
often that the crippled friend was found 
dead in the street. 

Dan Jack MacLean was charged with 
murder. But Chief Justice Isley permitted 
the jury to return a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter and the drunken ex-mayor was sent to 
the penitentiary for three years. 

Now we are not prepared to quarrel 
with the legal technicalities which made it 


possible to reduce the charge from mur- 
der to manslaughter, There used to be a 
time when drunken men were held respon- 
sible for their acts. It used to be reasoned 
that when a man got deliberately drunk he 
had to assume the blame for anything he 
did in that condition. 

Times and reasoning seem to have 
changed. 

But all over Canada there is a general 
feeling of resentment against the feeble 
sentence imposed on this man. 

To imprison a man for only three years 
for deliberately, in a drunken frenzy, run- 
ning his car over a cripple, not only im- 
poses a terrific handicap upon the eastern 
campaign against drunken driving but 
adds to the contempt for the value of 
human life which already exists appall- 
ingly in this and other countries. 

Chief Justice Ilsley was not noted in 
his cabinet days for any excess of clem- 
ency. It is too bad his heart has softened 
so notably since he has been on the bench, 


Two Queens Cannot Live in One City 


Some adroit footwork is going to be 
necessary if Edmonton is to avoid a public 
display of regal hair-pulliing between the 
city’s Queens. 

The Federation of Community Leagues 
has chosen a Queen to represent the city 
in Calgary’s 75th anniversary Stampede 
parade this summer. 

Tonight the Edmon-Teens are slated 
te choose their entry in the same parade, 
carrying the same royal banner. 

Mayor Sid Parsons has sidestepped an 
immediate direct ruling on the tangle, but 
Says the status of an official Queen should 
henceforth be decided annually by City 
Council, 

An alarming prospect is thus bared. 

One can imagine the two Edmonton 


Queens throned on the city’s float as it 
moves regally down Calgary's 8th avenue 
in the parade, each Queen facing opposite 
directions like Janus and presuming to be 
pase 

Even more horrible is the civil strife 
which could conceivably precede such a 
peaceful panorama. We might find our- 
selves with City Council split down the 
middie as it was on the Cristall hotel 
question, leaving Mayor Parsons dang- 
ling dangerously between two forests of 
fangs and fingernails.

The present political situation 
in Ottawa js also a danger to the 
interests and future security of 
our farm people, The government 
with such a ponderous majority 
behind it will be inclined to fol- 
low the status quo, wait and see 
policy. 

In the meantime things are get- 
ting serious for the farm people 
and I do mean serious. Prices of 
everything we buy ate going up 
as witness increased freight rates, 
advances in the price of tires, 
petroleum products and steel, 
The prices of our products are 
slipping as they have always 
done, 

We were promised long range 
security after the war by the 
government to compensate us for 
the fact that when prices were 
set agricultural prices were be- 
low the cost of production and 
had been for many years, while 
at the same time industrial prices 
were on a profit basis, 

To our city friends must say 
this, we accepted low and set 
prices to help win the war. Many 
foodstuffs were subsidised by the 
government to keep down the 
cost of living. For many years 
we have put the best food in the 
World on your tables at prices far 
below the cost of production, It 
was not until the last two years 
of the war that farm prides were 
put on a reasonable basis. We 
have very much in common. Pros- 
perity in the cities means that 
you have more money to buy our 
product. A reasonable standard of 
living on the farms means lots of 
jobs for urban people. At the 
present time bread made from 
the best wheat in the world re- 
tails for 14c a loaf on the prairies. 
My guess is that if we farmers 
furnished the wheat free to the 
millers, bread would still cost 
you 1! or nearly 12 cents, The 
farm organizations including the 
Canadian federation have a big 


job to counteract this flood of 
propaganda. It must be done 
now.

Don’t Overlook 
Alberta’s Farms 


In spite of the benefits of Al- 
berta’s oll and the need to de- 
velop it, we must not forget that 
there is a much greater benefit 
from Alberta's farm production 
that must also be developed. 

In both fields, the University of 
Alberta is doing excellent work, 
but while it is reported that the 
supply of engineers is more than 
adequate, we still require more 
work in agriculture, 

The fundamental solution to 
our western economy is a highly 
trained farm population. We can 
never maintain agriculture by 
make-shift expedients or by un- 
limited subsidization, Those are 
remedies for emergency situa- 
tions only. Western Canada must 
maintain agricultural ‘know-how’ 
at the highest possible point. In 
no other way can we compete 
indefinitely with other nations, 

We overlook the fact that while 
our agricultural schools and our 
departmental agents can show 
farmers the best methods for 
successful production, those ex- 
perts are, in turn, dependent 
upon adequate research and 
training facilities for the discov- 
ering of those methods, and this 
is the work of the University. 

It has been University research 
which has developed some of the 
best varieties of crops, the latest 
methods for combatting weeds 
and other crop enemies, Soil sur- 
veys are conducted by the Uni- 
versity, The University of Alber- 
ta has some of the latest scien- 
tific equipment for studying pro- 
teins, Radio isotopes are being 
used to study the use of sulphur 
by plants. New studies are being 
conducted in uses and effects of 
24-D. Other research is directed 
towards better milk production 
by less expensive methods. There 
are hundreds of research ques- 
tions which mean savings of 
millions of dollars to farmers, 
which in turmt mean millions of 
dollars more for western citizens 


Best Working

Yet this valuable work must 
be done in scattered out-dated 
buildings on the University 
campus, Top-notch research 
workers cannot be expected to 
do their best work in closet-like 
quarters, and they don't need to, 
In fact a good 10 per cent of the 
best U..of A. agriculturist gradu- 
ates are snatched away to other 
centres where most of them hive 


made enviable reputations for 
themselves, to say nothing of 
accomplishing outstanding  re- 
sults which these other areas 
have obtained. 

Alberta cannot afford to lose 


its key agricultural research ex- 
perts. Alberta has more use for 
those men and women than any 
other province. Yet If we are to 
keep any of those people we must 
provide facilities for them 

The next building to be erected 
on the University Campus should 
be an agricultural research 
building in which not only more 
of this work could be done, but 
in which more agricultural 
students could obtain the ideas 
which would then be available 


And It Pays 
Rich Dividends 


An old report on university 
research indicated that the value 
of the work which has been done 
in the U. of A. has repaid the 
citizens of Alberta, 10 times the 
total cost of building and operat- 
ing the institution. We reaped 
that benefit in dollar-value {deas 
and findings, which have been 
used by Alberta farmers. Cer- 
tainly a few thousand dollars for 
a new building would multiply 
those benefits considerably, 

At the moment, the U, of A. is 
conducting the first experiments 
in Canada on a new method for 
pasteurization of milk 

Tf, in the years ahead, we can 
produce foods that are more 
healthful, more plentiful and less 
costly, it will mean a saving to 
every citizen of the province. It 
will mean that more nations will 
pay bonus amounts for our pro- 
duce, and it will mean a higher 
stabilized standard of living for 
everyone. That is the value of 
added reasearch facilities in the 
place where it will do the most 
good—which is on the campus of 
Alberta's own university.

Yukon Given 
Aid On Coal 


OTTAWA, March 23.—(CP) 
Canadian government loaned the 
Yukon Coal Company, LAd., a total 
of $204,124 during the last five years 
for development of coal resources 
in the Yukon Territory. 

Tabled for Howard Green (PC, 
Vancouver-Quadra), a commons re- 
turn said the loan was made under 
an agreement signed in July, 1947. 
by which the company could bor- 
row up to $300,000 a year. The 
money would be repayable at 3% 
per cent at the rate of $2 a ton on 
all coal sold. 

The funds were to be used for 
development and operation of the 
Tantalus Butte Coal Mine, near 
Carmacks, Y.T. 

So far, the company has paid 
back $15,788 on 4,303 tons sold. Re- 
coverable reserves of coal in the 
area have been estimated by gov- 
ernment geologists at 7,500,000 tons,

Fishery Body 
Ends Session 
In Ottawa 


OTTAWA, March 23—(CP)- 
Canada's fishing industry last 
night placed itself on record as
